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PREFACE. 

"Notwithstanding  the  excellence  of  the  English,  French, 
Spanish,  Italian,  and  German  Poetry,  yet  there  is  a 
firmnefs,  correclnefs,  elegance  and  harmony  in  Latin  ver- 
fe,  which  thefe  other  languages  are  deficient  in.  Be - 
fides  without  the  help  of  rhyme,  modern  verfe  would  he 
very  infipid,  and  how  inferior  it  is  to  have  the  ear  fati¬ 
gued  with  monotones ,  instead  of  being  entertained  with 
variegated  founds  in  harmonious  me af ure,  wants  no  ex¬ 
planation.  It  is  ahfolutely  necejfary  to  understand  Poetry, 
to  write  Profe  well.  Latin  and  Greek  are  no  where  better 
learnd  than  in  England ,  and  it  gives  thofe,  who  are  ac¬ 
quainted  therewith,  an  elegance  of  judgement ,  which  the 
lellure  of  no  other  language  can;  for  the  Greek  and  Latin 
Poets  pojfefs  a  fire  and fublimity  beyond  all  others .

DENMARK. 

The  lawrel  crown  is  not  given  to  idleness ,  nor  did  fear  ever  ob¬ 
tain  a  triumph.  To  him  left  the  diadem  belong >  whofe  conjlancy 
has  conquered  the  fates  themj elves.  Virtue  is  not  fixed  to  any 
Laws  or  Country ,  and  different  wit  belongs  to  eacb  Nation. 
The  English  lion  enforces  me,  the  golden  lil/ys  of  France  give 
grace  and  beauty,  and  I  am  encouraged  to  begin  by  the  refoirn - 
ding  efforts  of  the  Roman  eagle. 

Ulyffes,  having  travelled  and  extricated  himfelf  from  va¬ 
rious  difficulty s ,  fo  cultivaded  his  Mind ,  that  he  became  worthy 
of  the  efieem  of  his  country.  An  Illu ferions  Phyfician,  who 
would  be  ufefull  to  all  Mankind,  explains  his  art  to  the  mofi  di - 
flant  people.  Apelles  reprefented  Venus,  and  even  Jupiter  him 
j elf  to  the  tafle  of  divers  country s.  Thus  I  hope,  having  wrote 
in  various  languages,  to  pleafe  at  Rome ,  at  London,  and  at  Paris. 

Pluto  having  lock'd  his  iron  bed  chambers,  had  long  fence  afeen • 
de  à  his  tremendeous  throne ;  whilft  Profer  pine  (unhappy  in  being  the 
Wife  of  fuch  Husband')  reclining  on  her  black  couch,  had  dismiffed 
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horrid  night  into  the  infernal  shades.  The  ftarrs  by  degrees  had 
retired  from  the  sky,  and  Venus  had  recall’d  her  beautiful  planet 
from  the  heavens.  Next  Aurora  the  firjl  and  mofl  defiderable  of 
the  Goddeffes  adorn'd  Olympus.  The  Sun  appeard  in  that  part  of 
the  Zodiac  call'd  the  Twinns.  Now  the  cold  clouds  were  dijfpated 
by  the  warm  air,  and  full  daylight  brought  to  view  the  wonder- 
full  fabric  of  this  world. 

We  arofe  and  directed  our  fteps  from  Hamburg.  Soon  as: 
we  had  paffed  the  well  cultivated  countrys  of  Holftein  and  Sles- 
wick ,  a  little  boat  refembling  the  lovely  shell  of  feaborn  Venus , 
afforded  us  paffage  thro  the  frothy  Belt ,  where  farmers  plow  their 
fields  in  May ,  which  work  the  English  countrymen  have  finished 
in  March.  From  hence  we  Jaw  feveral  Towns  before  we  crofsd 
the  great  Belt,  in  whofe  deep  waves,  as  ancient  records  tell ,  King 
Sciold  fix'd  his  Scepters  sway.  Since  when,  transfert d  to  Hea¬ 
ven  with  great  Canute ,  he  fmiles  to  fee  the  envied  power  of  his 
Royal  Line  keep  in  abeyance  all  the  Balthic  Sea,  which  pays  a 

tribute  to  the  Lordly  Dane.  Seland  abounds  in  pleafimt  hills,  in 
woods ,  in  lakes,  in  sheep,  in  villages.  Thebes  and  Mycenae  for - 
met  by  were  in  bloom  and  the  unhappy  Troy  flourish'd  with  crow¬ 
ded  theatres.  But  Thebes  and  Mycenae  are  demolish'd  and  Troy 
lays  buried  and  difpifed  o?i  all  fides  by  the  Barbarians . 
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Thus  the  famous  Citys  of  Tyre  and  Babylon  are  loft ,  ?ior 
is  there  fcarfe  a  ruin  to  be  found  to  shew  where  they  flood. 

Roeskilde,  which  formerly  had  fine  buildings  and  an  extern 
five  commerce ,  is  now  a  poor  place.  From  whence  vain  Citys 
learn ,  how  great  a  ruin  may  foon  attènd  exalted  fortune.  Yett 
ftill  fplendid  fepulchres  full  of  Royal  bones  and  awfull  monuments 
remain ,  well  worth  the  curious  Travellers  remark.  And  now 
this  journeys  end  in  near,  Copenhagen  appears  in  fight ,  tho  ftiU 
far  off  a  crofs  the  diftant  plain. 
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Having  left  Copenhagen  and  the  Temples  of  the  warlike  Dane , 
we  come  to  Eelfingoer,  which  place  commands  the  Balthic  Sea.  Here, 
as  it  is  f aid ,  the  awfiill  Ghofl  of  Hamlet  s  Father  appeard  and  becko¬ 
ned  to  him ,  and  in  thefe  neighbouring  gardens  an  adulterous  wife 
poijoned  the  Husband  she  was  tired  of  But  there  are  no  re¬ 
mains  of  this  horrid  cataftrophe:  a  Royal  palace ,  grays,  and 
flowers  cover  the  bones  of  Hamlet. 

TVhilftMars,beinginvokedon  the  banks  of  the  river  Heber ,  precipitates 
thoufands  into  Tartarus,  arnd  the  brave  Bellona  for  thefirfl  time  has fent  a 
Ruffian  fleet  into  the  Mediterranean ;  behold  the furious  cohort  with  bar¬ 
barous  hand  murders  the  Grecians,  and  deftroys  their  city.  Religion  vio¬ 
lated  lyes  pr  oft  rate ,  and  calls  upon  Heaven  in  vain ,  nor  in  our 
times  have  we  heard  of  a  more  infortunate  people:  It  is  fajer  now  to 
vifit  Sweeden  and  to  admire  the  woody  fummits  of  the  mountains, 
the  naked  rocks,  the  caves  and  caverns.  The  road  is  firm,  broad 
and  rocky.  Tie  juniper,  the  oak,  myrtle,  lofty  pine,  and  tall 
cyprefs  expand  their  odour  in  thefe  innnenfe  woods.  Here  is  no 
plenty  of  money  ;  but  they  ufte  paper  and  maffy  lumps  of  copper . 
The  poor  eat  black  bread  mix'd  with  the  bark  of  trees.  Here  a  I/o 
ceafes  the  love  of  plowing,  inftead  of  which  they  pound  Iron  and 
copper  after  having  melted  them  in  vaft  furnaces ;  Tjje  hills  are 
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not  renderd  agreable  with  planted  vines  ,  fruit  doth  not  abound. 
But  nature  has  given  to  the  S weeds,  who  are  void  of  luxery  >  Jlrength 
of  mind ,  and  body.  There  is  a  place  called  Torne  a ,  fituated  in 
the  extremity  of  the  Globe,  where  the  Sun  is  feen  both  night  and 
day ;  and  after  it  has  defended  to  the  weftern  waves,  it  continues 
fifing  in  the  oppofite  Eaft.  Here  you  may  behold  the  beginning  of 
the  Earth ,  which  glitters  with  great  quantitys  of  Iron.  But  when 
December  begins  to  lay  down  his  icy  limbs,  the  woods,  feas  and 
fields  grow  horrible  with  northern  winds,  day  is  without  light,  and 
cold  darknefs  conceals  the  Earth  from  the  labours  of  Men.  The 
hoiifes  in  this  neighbourhood  feized  and  hurryd  thro  the  air  by  the 
ftormy  winds,  are  carry d  into  the  more  ftormy  Ocean.  Then  the 
inhabitans  of  Tornea  like  ftygian  brothers,  wear  lamps  and  candles 
to  fee  to  work  with.  And  here  you  mufi  beware  of  the  too  libe¬ 
ral  prefents  of  Venus,  the  North  abounds  in  love  as  well  as  the 
Eaft,  and  the  warmeft  Nymphs  exift  in  thefe  cold  waves.  Cupid 
laugfs  at  our  misfortunes.  Moft  wrongfully  is  he  called  a  God,  for  he 
is  more  a  Demon,  and  mingles  the  bitter  eft  juices  with  the  little  Sweet 
we  enjoy.  Black  cattle  are  timid  white  by  the  wintry  blafts.  Wolves, 
and  bears  howl  round  the  cottages,  who  frequently  devour  sheep, 
oxen,  horfes,  and  the  shepherds  them] elves.  It  is  dangerous  then 

for  the  Traveller  to  go  alone,  and  he  will  pafis  his  nights  very  ill 
under  this  frozen  hemifphere. 
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Stockholm  the  Capital  of  Sweeden ,  ftands  with  Seas  pourd 
around  it ,  and  the  houfes  are  built  at  large  on  hills.  Here  is  pre¬ 
ferred  the  raft  fword  of  Gu flavus  Adolphus,  whofe  heavy  armour 
is  fcarfe  moveable.  Here  are  alfo  many  trophy s  of  Charles  the 
twelf.  We  Jaw  his  gloves,  cloaths ,  et  bloody  shirt.  He  who  was 
juft  before  the  terror  of  Europe  was  extinguishd  by  the  fatal  blow 
of  a  fenall  bit  of  lead.  His  fpirit  overwhelmd  with  the  shades  of 
death  funk  inftantly  away  like  a  heavy  body  which  falls  in  to 
deep  water .  His  chafe  bones  are  preferved  in  a  marble  mo- 
nurnent. 

Lett  us  look  back  on  thefe  Compter  or  s  cover  d  with  reeking  gore  : 
What  have  their  greatefl  glorys  availd ,  when  the  cold  shiver  of 
death  has  feized  them?  For  barbarous  death  per  fîtes  us,  like  as  an 
enormous  Hydra  follows  the  fleecy  tribe.  Philip  of  Macedonia  opend 
each  brazen  gate  with  Gold,  and  with  rich  prefents  overturnd  his 
rivals  Kingdoms.  Alexander  had  always  fortune  favorable  to  him. 
He  march'd  his  Grecian  army  amongst  the  Moors  of  India.  But 
thefe  Heros  had  been  happy,  if  the  fate  of  Men  would  allow  them 
to  be  fo:  but  it  doth  not  tafled  deaths  bitter  draught.  Why  do 
Men  meddle  with  fetch  a  doubtfull  buflnefs  as  war?  Are  there  not 
fleets ,  arms,  and  human  bodys  ready  to  engage  on  both  fldes?  and 
fate  alone  decides  the  victory.  Thus  when  a  fedition  endeavours  to 
gett  the  better  of  a  bad  Minifry,  the  murderous  cry  of  revenge 
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is  heard,  the  enraged  Citizens  delight  in  the  deft  ruction  of  one  ano¬ 
ther,  and  the  State  is  ruitrd.

I  write  thefe  things  at  Upfal,  well  known  to  antiquity.  And 
Upfal  is  furely  worthy  of  the  heft  Verfe,  she  who  has  Jung  to  fo 
many,  shall  now  be  Jung  of  herfelf. 

The  fplendor  of  all  human  greatnefs  fades  away  like  a  lilly ; 
nor  is  there  any  thing  not  fragil  in  our  globe.  But  the  world 
itfelf  will  not  perish  in  time  immenfe ;  we  can  olferve  no  change 
in  fire,  air,  earth,  or  water.  Untill  the  Almighty  doth  defir  oy 
this  wreached  world,  it  will  remain ,  always  as  it  is,  and  has  been. 
For  if  nature  was  perishable  by  its  own  duration ,  we  should  perceive 
the  Sun  begin  to  loofe  by  degrees  its  heat ,  the  round  Moon  would 
be  demimshjd  in  its  fphere ,  the  Earth  would  no  longer  afford  the 
fame  herbs,  or  the  Sea  wash  its  accuftonfd  shores. 

Upfal,  formerly  the  glory  of  this  northern  Empire,  then  di¬ 
rected  the  long  reigns  of  government.  Now  she  enjoys  an  Acade¬ 
my  happy  in  the  great  learning  of  its  Doctors,  and  she  with  care 
protects  her  ftudents.  Nature  was  inferable  buried  in  darknefs, 
and  mournful  fcience  lay  profir  ate  in  eternal  night.  Linneus  brought 
her  forth  from  obfcurity ,  and  unveild  her,  illuftrating  with  his 
knowledge  and  with  labours  the  whole  world.  0  Linneus  l  i  fend 
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the  ?no fl  trifling  and  wretched  works  to  a  Lucretius.  0  7/ioft  ve¬ 
nerable  Man!  Pardon  I  befeech  you ,  the  je  verfes ,  which  I  compo¬ 
sed  whilfi  1  was  jnrrounded  by  your  profound  thinking  Doctors. 
May  the  flowers ,  the  birds,  the  fish,  and  the  beafls  of  Sweeden 
remain  famous  by  yours  means! 

Ye  celeftial  Inhabitants,  expand  your  portals!  Jupiter  has  calld 
tip  to  heaven  the  bright  planet  Linneus,  a?id  markd  it  for  his  own. 

0  tnofi  happy  Sage!  the  threat?/  in  g  thunder  of  your  judge- 
vient  terrify  es  tue,  whilfi  I  attempt  to  J peak  of  the  different  com- 
plexions  of  Men.  Bacchus  (is  fayd )  to  love  the  fanguine  comple¬ 
xion,  and  Venus  to  grant  him  her  myrtle  crown.  Melancholy 
Men  are  fitt  for  bufinefs,  to  polish  arts ,  and  to  penetrate  the  pro¬ 
funde  ft  Sciences.  They  are  aljo  apt  to  deftroy  them] elves.  Phleg¬ 
matic  Perfons  are  proper  for  cultivating  the  earth ,  as  well  as  to 
wait  with  patience,  till  they  have  decoy'd  birds  and  fish  into  their 
netts.  The  choleric  Man  will  follow  Trumpets  and  drums.  The 
tremendous  shouts  of  engaging  armys  pleafe  him. 

Why  should  1  tell  you  of  Finlanders  a?/d  Lapplanders  or  the 
big  bodyd  Goth  ?  hi  Lappland  they  have  no  theatres  glittering  with 
gold,  no  feaflts,  no  je  wells,  or  fine  cloaths,  which  things  produce 
war,  and  envy  to  Mankind.  The  Lapplanders  are  ignorant  of 
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thofe  Laics,  which  forbid  Men  doing ,  what  they  cannot  help  doing ; 
and  which  order  them  to  do,  what  they  cannot  do.  For  indeed 
filch  Laws  are  worthy  to  be  laughft  at.  They  live  amongfl  woods, 
and  alps,  not  Orpheus  himfielf  could  prevail  on  them  to  enter 
roads,  rooms,  or  honfies.  Careless  of  fame,  they  cultivate  neither 
Laws,  Juflice  or  the  Gods:  but  when  they  are  cold,  adore  the 
brightnefs  of  the  Sun.  Whilfi  they  difpife  the  concave  horns  of 
the  laborious  ox,  they  feed  their  fwift  flags  with  folid  antlers,  and 
lead  uncrimnal  a  paftoral  life. 

When  there  was  no  Gold,  then  was  the  Golden  Age.  IVhat 
viifery  and  mischief  doth  the  glitter  of  this  yellow  metal  occafion! 
Men  lived  joyful  and  happy  before  riches  were  blown ;  but  now 
they  produce  perdition  to  all  humain  affaires  with  their  magic  poi- 
fon.  Tijc  bird  whilfl  he  is  fin  gin  g  in  the  ferene  air,  as  foon  as 
the  tempefl  arifes,  is  hurry d  away  by  the  florin  :  In  the  I  ke  man¬ 
ner  doth  fate  conduci  Men  where  she  pleafes ,  and  fortune  urge 
them  into  continual  diflurbances. 

Weak  as  I  am,  I  advance  on  the  raging  Seas,  where  cliffts 
arife  on  all  fides  on  inhofpitable  shores.  Dreadful  rocks  lay  con¬ 
cealed  under  the  foaming  waters ,  and  the  incautious  Mariner  is 
fure  to  meet  with  perdition  on  numberlefs  finds.  But  at  length 
the  wind  and  waves  being  abated,  we  hope  foon  to  falute  the  Ja- 
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cred  walls  of  the  invincible  Peter.  The  horfes  are  now  fatigued 
and  with  the  chariot  fink  into  the  wefteru  Ocean.  The  charioteer 
retires  to  ref ,  till  he  can  with  more  fitis fiction  renew  his 
courfe.

TO  THE 

P  A  L  A  C  E. 

It  /5  not  enough/  to  have  pafied  the  Columns  of  Hercules,  Turky , 
Egypt,  and  Greece.  We  are  called  to  the  Dominions  of  the  intre¬ 
pid  Zarina.  Part  of  whofe  immenfe  and  unknown  Country  ex¬ 
tends  itfelf  to  China:  the  other  part  leaving  Finland  and  Swceden 
on  its  right  hand,  and  touching  on  Poland  and  Turkish  Tartary , 
defends  by  the  Cafphm  Sea  to  Perfia.  and  laftly  being  defolved 
in  fields  of  ice  and  fnow,  it  proceeds  as  far  as  the  coldeft  limits  of 
the  Globe. 

The  Ruffian  Hiflory  contains  five  remarkable  periods.  It  was 
founded  by  Rourick ,  divided  in  the  reign  of  Swotapolk ,  opprejjed 
in  that  of  George,  triumphant  under  Ivan  Wafile,  and  flourishing 
in  that  of  Peter.  Use  ft  Emperors  conquer'd  the  province  of  Per¬ 
mian,  Yougorian,  and  the  vafie  Siberia.  Peter  the  firft  may  be 
confidered  as  a  Creator  of  the  prefent  Empire.  He  caufed  the  beau¬ 
tiful  city  of  St.  Petersburg  to  be  built.  The  Grecian  churches  glit¬ 
ter  with  golden  ornaments.  Arts  and  Sciences  were  recalled  by  this 
Prince,  who  firft  built  a  fleet,  and  roll'd  his  flag  over  the  Balthic  Sea . 

We  went  to  Peterhof,  which  commands  a  fine  proJpeSt  over 
the  Finnic  Gulph.  Here  the  waters  play  moft  magnificently.  The 
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foaming  irhirpool  drawn  downwards  by  art  falls  headlong.  Tlje 
loud  founding  cataract  rages  from  its  bur  fed  caverns.  The  firm- 
tains  rife  aloft  with  their  bounding  waters,  they  hang  on  them  fi¬ 
ves  and  produce  an  endlefs  chaos.  A  golden  Venus,  and  Water 
Nymphs  play  together  with  the  noify  Tritons.  Various  Monfers 
I pout  up  their  collected  waters  from  the  deep.  A  fuperb  Palace 
built  with  many  columns,  receives  the  foreign  Minifers  and  Com¬ 
pany.  The  walls  hung  with  lookinglafs  caft  forth  a  light  reflection, 
and  fo  do  the  well  wrought  cielings.  An  agreable  mufic  is  heard : 
CATHARINE  attended  by  a  number  of  Nobility  advances.  The  re¬ 
fulgent  Moon  alone  triumphs  in  fuch  majefly,  when  furrounded  by  all 
the  radiant  Starrs  of  Heaven.  She  had  a  blew  garter,  a  diamond 
planet  glitter d  on  her  breaft.  Her  dress  was  filver,  and  adaman¬ 
tine  chains  hung  down  from  her  neck.  Toe  Emprefs  wore  on  her 
hands  and  hair  jewells  of  vafl  value,  and  was  drefs'd  very  becomin¬ 
gly.  She  fpoke  to  thofe  around  her  in  a  gracious  manner ,  and 
then  it  was  permitted  to  kifs  her  hand.  The  Minifiers  and  Nobles 
prepare  their  compliments ,  and  follow  the  Diadem  with  expectant 
eyes.  A  Company  of  young  Lords  and  Ladys ,  dnfs  d  in  jewells 
and  rich  doaths  performed  the  ball  in  this  Impérial  a  part  ament. 
A  Nobleman  approaches  and  fays  to  me:  0  Stranger!  turn  your 
eyes  on  this  picture.  It  represents  the  Emprefs,  drefs'd  as  a  Cava¬ 
lier  fetting  on  a  white  horfe.  She  holds  a  fword  in  her  right 
hand,  her  hair  flows  in  ringletts  down  her  shoulders,  a  brillant  eye 
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adorns  her  forehead  ■>  and  the  bloom  of  rofes  oerfpreads  her  face. 
Rufjia  is  now  happy  and  may  fortune  long  be  profperous  to  our 
Emprefs.  Here  he  ended  his  difcourfe. 

0  ye  lips  of  Celeflial  Mufes ,  fragrant  with  elegant  verfe! 
applaud'  this  conceit;  and  o  youx  my  dear  Apollo!  give  your  appro¬ 
bation  ,  for  it  is  no  eafy  matter  to  fing  of  fo  great  a  Monarch . 
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I  have  begun  again ,  0  Ruffian  Apollo!  and  ye  Mufes ,  favor  me! 
for  cares  are  foftned  by  your  verfe.  The  harmonious  Sifters  ft  r  ike 
their  golden  firings ,  and  heavenly  voices  fill  the  liquid  air.  By 
command  of  the  immortal  CATHERINES  the  horrid  Lams  of  Draco 
which  thirft  after  human  blood ,  are  abolish'd. 

Why  0  Solon!  have  we  not  the  happynefs  to  fee  you  again 
in  our  days?  The  Earth  is  crowded  with  the  wicked.  In  moft 
country s  they  extort  confeffton  of  crimes  by  force ,  which  is  a  very 
uncertain  and  cruel  cuflom ;  for  thofe  who  cannot  bear  the  rack , 
7/u ft  /peak  truth  or  falfehood ,  to  putt  an  end  to  their  infujferable 
torments.  An  example  of  which  Philotas  affords ,  who  was  con- 
detun'd  to  torture  by  the  infensed  Alexander,  and  even  when  he 
had  confeffed  what  they  required  of  him,  tuas  neverthelefs  ft  one  A 
moft  barbarously  to  death.  How  many  unfortunate  wretches  doth 
the  sword  of  the  executioner  dispatch  out  of  the  World!  I  tuas 
once  prefent  at  this  execution  my  [elf,  and  was  terrify  ed  at  the  fceene. 
The  executioner  cutt  of  the  malefactors  head  at  one  blow,  the  sword 
lifting  as  it  pafsd  thro  the  neck  bone ;  then  he  held  up  the  head  to 
the  people.  But  the  moft  shocking  fight  of  all  came  next,  (I shud¬ 
der  at  the  thoughts  of  it)  a  frantic  girl  catchd  hold  of  the 
blood  /pouting  veins,  and  to  the  aftonishment  of  every  one,  drank 
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up  greedily  fevered  cupps  of  human  gore,  lastly  the  women ,  chil¬ 
dren  and  chohifters  clofed  this  fad  catafirophe  with  facred  hymns. 

If  there  was  a  Country  which  now  retaind  part  of  the  Scy¬ 
thian  Laws  of  Zamolxis ,  with  a  blind  bulking  Rhadamanthus,  who 
conceals  in  his  cunning  breaft  the  heart  of  a  vapid  fox,  and  for 
that  reafon  a  Juflice;  who  would  ever  believe  that  in  this  age  fetch 
jolly  could  exijl?  Here  a  citizen  might  for  a  shilling  le  circum¬ 
vented,  or  being  bought  by  a  large  fum,  vould  eafily  be  shutt  up. 
Perjury  would  often  prevail  and  leave  horrid  marks  of  the  feroce 
errors  of  thofe  times. 

Jt  is  horrible,  that  men  who  are  all  brothers,  and  under  the 
fame  government  of  the  immortal  Gods ,  should  with  religious 
pretences  vex  and  deftroy  each  other.  Some  per  fons  objeci  not  to 
the  ftability,  but  to  the  eternity  of  wedlok.  For,  fey  they,  who 
can  by  a  prefent  pofition  judge  fir  certainty  of  a  future  one?  How¬ 
ever,  Juftinian  has  fettled  it  fo,  and  was  there  lefs  difeord  and 
more  prudence  in  this  fate,  Juftinians  Code  would  be  tuore  admira¬ 
ble.  But  the  difficulty s  of  the  Law  fuit  not  well  with  Mufes, 
ivho  deligt  in  fofter  offerings ,  and  I  will  tell  them  of  the  wonders 
of  Sarscocello,  where  fplendid  Temples  are  erected,  where  royal 
point)  abounds,  where  a  whole  room  is  built  with  sweet  fuelling 
amber,  and  where  all  the  apartments  glitter  with  Gold.  The  ad¬ 
jacent  gardens  are  much  admired.  A.  chariot  rushes  down  and  foon 
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rifes ,  it  rolls  headlong  and  mounts  directly ,  a  violent  impetus  con¬ 
ducts  it  with  a  fudden  fall  and  great  noife.  Five  times  it  flew 
rapidly  over  the  lofty  hills,  and  five  times  it  defended  into  deep 
vailles.  The  breath  is  taken  away ,  the  eye  fight  is  obfcured,  and 
a  cold  convulfon  felzes  all  the  body.  Afionished  and  blind  we  pafied 
over  land  and  water,  and  our  flying  limbs  were  carried  into  woods 
and  rooms.  In  thefe  enchanting  Gardens  you  are  alfo  placed  on  a 
Canopy,  which  carry s  you  of  itfelf  aloft  into  a  magnificent  aparta- 
ment,  the  floor  of  winch  opens  and  a  large  table  rifes  up,  where 
twenty  perfons  are  ferved  without  their  fling  any  body . 

There  has  been  ereSled  on  the  Neva  a  Palace  of  Ice.  The  rays 
of  the  Sun  made  its  gelid  walls  glitter  with  diamonds  and  colomd 
floues.  It  was  built  with  large  J quare  blocks  of  ice,  and  joind  toge¬ 
ther  by  pouring  water  thereon.  The  rooms,  floors ,  doors,  windows 
and  ceilings  were  made  cf  ice.  The  beds,  chairs,  tables,  and  all 
other  furniture  were  the  finite.  Large  lights  were  putt  during  the 
night  in  this  transparent  houfe ,  which  had  alfo  in  different  part  trans¬ 
parent  paintings.  Elephants ,  Dolphins ,  Men  and  Trees,  all  of 
them  made  of  ice,  were  placed  round  this  extraordinary  fimchire. 
And  the  thicknefs  of  ice  in  the  Neva  is  fo  great,  that  she  will  not  in 
winter  bend  her  ftubbom  back  to  the  weight  of  thoufands  of  people,  or  to 
the  firing  of  the  largeft  camion.  I  could  relate  many  more  things,  but 
Poetry  is  not  my  only  occupation.  I  have  much  other  businefi  to  oh  ferve. 
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Since  they  claim  Liberty , 
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Farewell  pompous  Petersburg!  We  now  pafs  thro  lngria ,  and  the 
famous  City  of  Narva,  where  Charles  the  twelf  having  defeated 
the  Ruffians,  obtamed  a  bloody  viclory.  It  is  agreable  to  fee  the 
fine  ports  of  the  Balthic  at  Riga  and  at  Revel.  A  confier  able  com - 
merce  arifes  with  the  English  and  Dutch  in  iro?i,  wood,  and  flax. 
The  Livonian  youth  has  great  opportunities  to  hunt ;  and  if  it 
plea  [es  him  to  declare  war  with  wild  mon  fiers,  he  calls  together 
at  a  fixed  time  his  friends ,  and  proceeds  tho  the  woody  fummit  of 
the  mountains  by  break  of  day. 

Apollo  and  Diana,  Protestors  of  the  Chace,  be  propitious!  We  are 
nowin  the  vafi  for  efts  of  Livonia,  and  l  will  relate  fomethings  to  the 
honour  of  Huntsmen.  The  old  Centaur  Chiron  firffl  invented  Hunting. 
He  taught  boys  and  girls  the  ufage  of  the  javelin  and  horn,  and  they  were 
pleafed  at  the  fir  ange  sight  of  a  Centaur.  Pan  caper  d  amongfl  his  fpears, 
which  being  placed  in  a  circle ,  the  Nymphs  and  Sy Ivans  furrounded 
with  their  antic  dances,  and  invaded  with  this  new  art  the  animal 
creation.  Telamon,  The  feus,  the  furious  Achilles,  Cephalus  ravish'd 
by  a  Goddefs,  the  fwift  footed  Atalanta,  the  pious  Archilochus , 
who  fufferd  death  to  preferve  his  Father ,  and  Meleager  were  his 

difciplcs.  The  cruel  Diomedes  and  the  skillfull  Ulyfies  captors  of 
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Troy ,  fiudied  alfo  wider  the  old  Chiron.  Rejoice  then  ye  Hunters ! 
Victory  is  pleafed  with  peril ,  and  the  God  of  Huntsmen  fitts  in  the 
brighteft  part  of  Heaven.  The  forefl  refounds  with  barking  of  doggs , 
and  the  horfe  trembles  at  the  fmell  of  the  wild  beafts.  The  pack- of 
hounds  urged  on  by  the  fweating  hunters  rush  thro  the  woods.  A 
great  concourfe  of  Huntsmen  affemble ,  whofe  clamorous  noifes  reach 
the  Sky.  Some  putt  to  death  horrid  bears  by  hurling  javelins  at 
them ,  and  fame  more  clofe  to  the  game ,  plunge  their  /words  into  the 
blood  thirsty  heart  of  the  ravenous  wolf  There  is  no  animal  more 
dangerous  to  hunt  than  a  bear ;  he  prefjes  his  entmys  to  death  in  his 
raging  bofom,  and  made  dejperate ,  tears  them  in  pieces  with  his  teeth , 
fcattering  their  bow  ells  on  the  bloody  ground.  The  mournful  wolf 
avoids  the  combat ,  he  trembles  when  feized  by  the  doggs ,  who  bite 
him  inftantly  to  death.  The  old  wolves  return  into  the  woods  at 
midnight  and  with  frightful  bowlings  mourn  for  the  lofs  of  their  cubs. 

Tice  Moon  is  alfo  favorable  for  the  chace.  Whilft  by  night  hares 
cropp  their  tender  food ,  Huntsmen  with  filent  fleps fix  their  [nares  along 
the  tufted  grafs ,  and  cover  with  leaves  the  pit fal  for  wild  beafts. 
Here  alfo  arc  many  fine  lakes  abounding  with  fish:  but  fishing  is  a 
languid  aniuj ement  for  a  brave  Man ,  who  delighteth  to  hunt  the 
lynx ,  and  the  fearful  man  in  the  per  fuit  of  the  mild  Jpecies  of  birds . 
He  flies  from  lynces  >  and  follows  the  trembling  dove.  The  mountain 
cock  is  a  princely  victim ,  but  difficult  of  accefs ;  except  when  enflanfd 
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by  love  be  fets  on  a  tree ,  and  crows  with  bis  eyes  clofe  shut.  Then 
the  boy  shoots ,  the  branches  of  the  trees  are  broken  by  bis  vaft  weight , 
the  wood  refunds  with  bis  fall ,  and  be  affords  a  cruel  repaft.  Horrid 
repaft!  we  eat  bodys  which  belong  to  the  grave ,  nor  is  there  any 
pity  to  be  found  amongfl  us. 

We  enterrd  the  Kingdom  of  Pruffia  at  Memel ,  and  Konigsberg 
is  a  City  which  deferves  to  be  much  admired.  Next  received  us  Da?i- 
zig  whofe  fortifications  boaft  of  never  having  been  yet  fubdued,  and 
belong  to  the  defperate  Polanders.  It  is  better  for  weakfiefs  to  give 
way  at  forne  times  to  great  power ,  than  to  break  the  peace  with  un¬ 
certain  arms.  Between  these  two  citys  the  shore  is  coverd  with  moun¬ 
tains  offand ,  and  the  Traveller  is  expofed  to  many  dangers.  Whilft 
we  were  tbougtblefsly  perfuaded  to  travel  thro  the  Sea  by  night ,  on  a 
fudden  the  Jlarrs  were  totally  obf cured,  the  thundering  temples  of 
Heaven  were  opend  and  the  leaves  dasf/d  with  great  violence  againft 
the  rocks.  We  then  too  late  regret  that  we  had  lefft  the  habitations 
of  the  quiet  husbandmen.  The  horfes,  furrounded  by  the  Sea,  can 
not  perfue  their  road,  and  the  driver  in  difpair  fills  the  air  with  foo¬ 
lish  imprecations.  The  well  flogged  feeds  redouble  their  efforts ,  and 
we  at  laft  overcome  the  Jlormy  Main.  This  long  Journey  afforded 
nothing  elje  remarkable ,  and  we  proceeded  to  Berlin  with  much  fatis - 
fiitfion.  Before  the  City  gates  flood  Gia?its  glittering  in  brafs,  and 
an  Officer  furounded  the  coach  with  his  foldiers.  Then  the  prodigious 
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actions  of  the  unconquerable  FREDERICK  come  into  our  mind,  which 
to  fing  poetic  art  is  unable.  None  but  Apollo  Victor  h'mifelf  can  ce¬ 
lebrate  the  fupremeft  Triumphs.  The  shouts  oj  thefe  inimitable  War¬ 
riors  are  always  Victoryl  they  are  ready  to  loofe  their  blood  and  lives 
for  this  Heavenfent  MONARCH. 

Ye  Deitys!  who  prefide  over  Earth  and  Sea ,  over  Light  and 
darknefs ;  Ye,  who  roll  down  burning  lightning  from  the  Sky ,  and 
whofe  thunder  ftrikes  terror  into  the  hearts  of  Men ;  Ye  alfo,  who 
fett  tinder  the  bright  Starrs  by  Moonshine,  and  who  with  fwift  pi¬ 
nions  take  your  courfe  thro  the  air!  I  conjure  You  all  ever  to  hear 
my  invocation.  Scatter  dread  and  confufion  amongfl  the  enemys  of 
England.  Aufpicious  Deitys!  remove  fell  difcord  from  my  brave 
Countrymen ,  and  fince  they  claim  Liberty,  grant  them  happynefs.
